HEAVY FIRING. 



Women and Children Killed During 
the Second Bombardment 
of Bio. 

To Restore the Monarchy Is the 
Intention of tue 
Jievolt. 



Nkw York, Sept. 20 —Tho Herald's 
Montevideo special Buys: Tho rebel fleet 
which has S'i long been blockading tho har- 
bor of Uio Janeiro bombarded the city 
Sunday, under Admiral de Mello'a order. 
Tho firing was Bovere, und tho damage 
done exceeded that of the first bombard 
mcnt. Sevorul women and children were 
killed, but tho extent of damage and loss 
of life is not known, as no noivj is permitted 
by the Government to bo sent direct from 
Rio Jauoiro, Part of do Mello's fleet is 
still keeping up a vigorous blockade of 
Santos. Copies of Admiral de Mello'a 
proclamation have been received here. 
Tho leaders of tho revolters declares that 
President Peixoto, with tho aid of corrupt 
members of the senate and venal deputies, 
has overridden tho restrictions put upon his 
powers by the constitution. Peixoto, he 
asserts, is trying to placo Brazil under a 
rule of absolute tyranny. " If by my aid," 
the proclamation continues, "in making 
this stand fur liberty, our cause shall 
triumph, I shall hand over the government 
to tho charge of those honorable men who 
gave freedom to our nation before " 

Four members of tho Brazilian Congress 
on board the rebel cruiaer Aquidubun have 
signed the address to tho public. They Buy 
that President Peixoto and the members of 
his cabinet have been stealing public fumia, 
destroying the autonomy of the states and 
fomenting national war, in order to aervo 
their own ends. These acts, together with 
the dictatorial conduct of both the president, 
and vice-president, compel tho signers, as 
representatives of national will, to make the 
present solemn fight for freedom. They 
gave Admiral do Mello command of their 
forces with a view to restoring' peace, re- 
storing law und re-establishing republican 
principles. Tho address closes with an 
appeal to all patriotic liruxilians to help 
their cause. 

Confirmation of the report of tho renewal 
of tho blockade of tho Rio Grande ports by 
the revoltera has been received. Fighting 
has taken pluco at Uruguuna. The Brazilian 
minister here is sending arms and horses to 
Gen. Hypolete. Tho Stato of Parana is in 
open revolt againat Peixoto. 

London, Sept. 25.— The Pall Mull Gazette 
Rays u cipher letter has beon received from 
Rio do Janeiro showing that restoration of 
the monarchy Is undoubtedly the intention 
of tho revolt, and udding tint the army and 
navy will Boon co-operate to this end. 

Tho Brazilian minister in this city has re- 
ceived the following dispatch from Rio 
Janeiro : Tho revolution is growing weaker 
doy by day. Admiral de Mello is reduced 
tc the last extremity. All tho states de- 
nounce his attempt to overthrow tho present 
government, and the people are enlhusiustic 
for Peixnto's government, The army gener- 
ally is loyal. The city is an tranquil us if 
no revolt had occurred, and the Government 
is fully confident that it ia suffieiantly pow- 
erful 10 maintain its authority. 

BrjENOS A TUBS, Sept. 25 —Ships of tho 
insurgent fleet are blockading the port of 
Santos. The town of Rossrio is in the 
hands of the rebels. The national troops 
retreated to San Nicolas, fifiy miles distant 
from Rosario. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20. — The delays and 
accidents that have contributed to prevent 
the United States government from afford- 
ing adequate protection to the interests of 
its citizens in Brazil appear to be about at 
an end. The Charleston left Montevideo 
for Rio several days ago, but had no official 
or definite information to that effect was 
had until this morning, when a brief ties 
patch, dated yesterday, was received from 
Mr. Hill, U. S. consul at Montevideo, Btat- 
ing that she left on Friday. Sho ought, there- 
fore, to reach Rio inside of twenty-four 
hours. 

KUSSIA'S FLEET. 

The Government Will Not Officially Pay It 
Much Attention While in French 
Waters. 

Paris, Sept. 20 —Notwithstanding all 
the preparations und progress to welcome 
the Russian naval ollicero at Toulon next 
month, and to entertain them during tho 
Btay of tho Czar's ships ia French wuters, 
it is evident that heed is being paid in offi 
cial quarters to tho Czar's request not to 
make the reception a cause for international 
dispute. Of course no limit can bo placed 
on the private invitation tendered the visit- 
ers ; hut it is thought that many official en- 
tertainments that were proposed in tho 
first exuberance of joy ovur tho proposed 
visit will be abandoned. This, however, 
will not in any way mar the reception of tho 
warships and their officers, for the 
programme will include svents enough 
to fully occupy all the timo the 
Russians will have to devote to them. It 
has been decided that President Carnot will 
not remain in Toulon more Ihan two hours. 
Ho will pay a visit to the Rusiian squadron, 
but will not attend the ofiidul banquet to 
bo given in honor of tho Russian ollicers. 
The President will return to Paris as soon 
us his visit to the squadron 8 ended. A 
meeting was held in tho Faubourg du Tem- 
ple on Sunday afternoon, for tie purpose of 
making arrangements for a pr&Russian fete 
in that quarter on tho occ>sion of the 
approaching visit of tho Russia!) fleet. Tho 
proceedings were constantly interrupted by 
groups of Italians and Germuia present, 
who kept shouting : " Long lire the triple 
alliance." Tho result was a fret fight, dur- 
ing which twelve porsous wcro injured, threo 
serioualy. Ten perBtmB were arrested,

Lanrler's Ontario Tour Ended— He la Coming 
This Way— Hurontario Ship Canal. 

TORONTO, Sept. 20. — (Special)— Hon. 
Wilfred Laurier left yesterday for Montreal, 
having completed his Toronto tour. The 
Liberal leader will shortly visit British 
Columbia and address a number of meetings 
there. It is possible ho may address one or 
two meetings in Manitoba. 

The City Council last night decided, after 
a long debate, to endorse tho Huronturio 
ship canal proj-ct, in its present form. The 
decision was only reached on a tie vote. 

STRIKING MINERS. 



Negotiations Proceeding 1 for a Re- 
sumption of Work— Some of 
tho Conditions. 



The Demands for Coal Render Owners 
Desirous that Work Be 
Resumed. 

London, Sept. 20. — Tho Federation 
miuers of the county of Lancaster have been 
meeting to-day at St. Helen's, Pendlobury 
and Preston to uppoint deleguteB to tho 
strikers' conference in Derby next Friday. 
The point at issue is whether tho men shall 
continuo the strike uguinst tho twenty-five 
per cent. roduction in wagos pro- 
posed by the mino owners. Tho meetings 
voted by u large majority that their dele- 
gates favor a resumption of work in ull the 
collieries where tho owners would allow tho 
old rate of wages. Every meeting, how- 
ever, attached tho condition that the 
owners should promise not to in- 
terfere with the levy for funds to 
be made by tho Federation officials on all 
members. This condition will render a 
settlement of tho strike still difficult as the 
object of tho lovy is to collect funds for 
another strike during the winter when #ie 
demands for coal will bo heavier and the 
Iobb to tho owners therefore must be con- 
siderable. Tho mino owuerB in private- 
meeting in London, this morning, showed 
an inclination to compromise with the 
strikers. The rising price of coal renders 
them apocially euger for a settlement, and 
they are willing to meet the miners half 
way. They approved, with u few dissent- 
ing voices, a resolution to offer the miners 
woik ut twelvo instead of fifteen per cent, 
reduction of wages. Ir, is doubtlul if the 
men will accept this offer. 

WINNIPEG- WIRINGS. 

Northwest Central Hallway to be Sold— Ee- 
ceptiou to the Prlmutc of 
Canada. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 20. — (Special)— Con- 
tractor ChurleboiB, of Quebec, who is in- 
terested in tho Great Northwest Central 
railway, suya tho roud will go under the 
hammer to tho highest bidder. 

An address will be presented to Arch- 
bishop Maohray, Primato of Canada, by tho 
citizens to-morrow night. The Primate is a 
son of Mr. Robert Maohray, advocate, of 
Aberdeen, Scotland. He was born in 1S.'S2, 
and graduated from King's college, Aber- 
deen, in 1851, and Sidney college, Cam- 
bridge, in 1855, as B A., with high honors 
in mathematics. He, in duo course, ob- 
tained the degrees of M A. and D D. In 
1857 ho was advanced to tho priesthood by 
the Lord Bishop of Ely. After a' church 
career of ten years, maiked with many dis- 
tinguished honors, he wus, in 1805, ap- 
pointed hy the Crown Bishop of Rupert's 
Land. Bishop Muchruy's episcopate has 
been marked by great progress in the wel- 
fare of the Church of England in his diocese. 
In 1874, on tho sub-division of Rupert's 
Laud diocese, Bishop Maohray waB chosen 
Metropolitan, under the primacy of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. He is held i i 
high esteem in Ihb diojese, and is chancel- 
lor of St. John's college, Winnipeg, und 
professor of ecoleaiast ienl history in tho 
Theological college. Within the past yeur 
the Queen bestowed upon Bishop Maohray 
a hi>;li honor by electing him a primato- of 
the Order of St. Michael and St. George. 

J. B. Eraser, well known in newspaper 
circles, both in Brandon and Winnipeg, died 
suddenly this morning in Elkhorn, whore he 
had gone to attend tho wedding of his niece. 

A letter received hy tho Winnipeg Board 
of Trade from tho Dominion Minister of 
Finance, convoys the intelligence that Mr. 
Foster will arrive in Winnipeg on Monday, 
Oct. 9, to confer with the members of the 
Board of Trade on tho workings of t ho tariff. 
The Board of Trade committee is well pre- 
pared with grievances.

The Connelly- McGreevy Scandal— A 
Postponement Made Until 
November. 



British Columbia Exhibits the Finest 
and Best Apple at the 
World's Fair. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Sept. 20. — Onco more the long 
drawn out trial of criminal charges againBt 
Messrs. N. K. Connelly and Thomas Mc- 
Greevy has been postponed, although tho 
date for tho next hearing of tho caso is not 
very far distant, November 14, having been 
fixed. To-day ut tho assizes Thomas Mo- 
Greovy was not present on account 
of ill-health, although his counsel 
aaid ho would be forthcoming when 
wanted. Martin Connelly and R. 
H. McGreevy responded when their 
names were called us witnesses, but when 
Cluny was not on hand a definite day for 
trial was usked for by Mr. Kerr, Q C, 
representing the Attorney-General of On- 
tario, and it was for the convenience of ull 
partieB thut November 14 was fixed. Mr. 
Kerr stated incidentally that no information 
had been received of an authoritutivo naturo 
as to tho reported death of Owen E Mur- 
phy in New Haven, Conn. Martin Con- 
nolly und R. H. McGreevy, who had been 
arrested by virtue of certain bench war- 
rants issued against them last term, were 
released on substantial bail. 

Prof. Saunders, director of tho experi- 
mental farm, received a letter to-day from 
Mr. Wolverton, superintendent of the Do- 
minion fruit exhibit at tho World's Fair. 
He said thut ono specimen from Canada was 
the cynosure of all eyes, it being tho largest 
applo shown there, and completely put in 
the shade tho mammoth production from 
ArkunsaB, weighing 20 ounces. The British 
Columbia product is 1CJ inchea in circum- 
ference, und weighs 214 ounces, It is of 
German origin, and is known by the name 
of the red Bietigheimer. Apples of this 
variety have been successfully ruised at the 
Central experimental farm. This is a 
country of mammoth productions ; first 
choese, now apples. 

Lord Aberdeen formally opened the Cen- 
tral Canada Fall Exhibition this afternoon. 
Before doing so, His Excellency was pre- 
sented with an address from the City Coun- 
cil welcoming him to Ottawa and congratu- 
lating him on his appointment as Governor- 
General. 



STATESMEN WANTED. 

Soundness of Policy and Not Pleasing Man- 
ners What Canada Kcquires. 

Berlin, Ont., Sept. 26.-(Special)- Premier 
Sir John Thompson and several members of 
tho Dominion Government reopened the On- 
tario campaign last evening by a mass meet- 
ing in tho Skating Rink, which was densely 
crowded. Tho Premier, who made the prin- 
cipal speech of tho evening, said *he issue 
before the country had now become a ques- 
tion of Free Trade or Protection. Finance 
Minister Foster followed at considerable 
length in a review of the National Policy, as 
compured with the want of policy of the Lib- 
eral party. What Canada wuntod, he Baid, 
was Btateamen mado of strength of mind 
and soundness of policy, and not simply of 
pleasing munners. 

DUKE OF CONNAUGHT.^ 

His Valor at Tel-el-Keblr Impugned by the 
Erltish Radicals in Parliament. 

London, Sept. 20.— Tho Radicsls brought 
out to-day certain evidence as to the chargeB 
of cowardico against tho Duke of Connaught 
Tho Duke was accused of Becking to 
oacapo during the battle of tho 
British troops under General Wolseley, 
with the Arabs at Tel El Kebir, in Egypt, 
in 1882. Tho origin of the accusation has 
been much discussed since the Duke was 
appointed to the Aldershot commission. A 
special correspondent who was in the field of 
Tel El Kebir has now come out with a letter 
giving tho full Btory. When the troops were 
formed for the attack, he says tho Duke 
of Connaught with 1ub Guards brigade and 
General Allison with his Highland brigade 
were in tho fir--t line. Shortly after this 
formation was made, a despatoh from England 
was handed to General Wolseley, who utonce 
gave orders for a change in tho line of 
attack. The Duke and his Guards were 
marched to tho rear and the Irish brigade 
was brought up to the front. The purport 
of this change, says '.he correspondent, was 
understood perfectly throughout tho army. 
Everybody knew that had the Guards not 
been under tho command of the Queen's 
son, they would have retained their position 
of peril ond honor. 

Kalian Minister UcnIkuciI. 

London, Sept. 20.— Count Tornielli Bru- 
sati di Vergano, Italian ambassador to 
(Ireat Britain, iias tendered hia resignation. 
His reiiBon is that, despite Ilia warnings, tho 
Italian Government allowed exaggerated 
importance to be attached to the plan that 
a British licet should visit the Italian ports 
next month. Tho announcement that tho 
first division of the Mediterranean squadron 
would remain in Italian waters from 
October 11 to October 31 had hardly been 
made when Beveral Italian journals, and 
part of Germany's semi official press, tried 
to o msttue tho couttoiy us an answer to tho 
Franco- Russian demonstration at Toulon. 
Some even propheeied that Great Britain 
was about to join tho Triple Alliance. 
When Count Tornielli learned that tho ro- 
portB wore secretly encouraged, if not coun- 
tenanced, by the Italian Government, he re- 
peated hia original warning against this 
course, und when this failed of effect ho de- 
oided to rotiro from his poBt.

Tho hop 
gardens are busy with pickers, but by the 
time this is in print most of the picking 
will bo over. The crop ia probably u fairly 
heavy one, and if nicked clean should show 
a good sample, but it ia too early to speak 
definitely. 

The railway which will eventually con- 
nect Sidney with Victoria ia creeping along, 
and already the iron horso haa made his 
appearance. Natunlly tho undertaking 
excites a good deal of talk. Some people 
hold that it is part of some gigantic system 
of international communication. 

Tho sportsmen who may be now laying 
his plana for campaign against the pheasants 
and other game in this district, would do 
well to make sure of his welcome before 
eetting out. Nearly all the land owners 
here aro determined to put an end to tho 
indiscriminate trespassing that haa hitherto 
been indulged in, involving injury to fences 
and stock. They have banded themselves 
together into a society, and any person 
found roaming ubout their lands without 
permission will lie most assuredly prose- 
cuted. The police are backing up tho 
farmers, and official notices have been 
posted all over the district warning the 
public aguinat infringements of the law.

KA8LO, Sept. 21.— A thrill of horror pro- 
vailed among tho denizens of Front atreot 
this morning, when it became known at un 
early hour that tho body of a suicido had 
boon found in ono of tho vacant bodrooma in 
tho eocoud atory of tho Montana hotel, 
\\ hen tho barroom was openod for business, 
ono of the cmployoa noticed u largo pool of 
blood on the floor, which was being further 
increased by droppings of the fluid from tho 
ceiling. An alarm was at once given and a 
search mado for tho cause. On entering tho 
room immediately above, on the left baud 
sido of the hull, u horrible eight was behold 
Lying in a mass of congealed blood, which 
had flowed in u stream from his gashed 
throat, was tho remains of George Wliitton, 
a prospootor well known in tho Kootenay 
district, The body was stretched ut full 
length on the floor, tho face partly expoaod, 



whilo lying about two feet away was a com- 
mon clasp knife, the blade open, with which 
the deed had been committed. From up 
pearances it would Beem that tho deceased 
must have been standing, with his back to 
tho door, and after pulling out Iub knife 
and savering tho jugular vein, dropped on 
tho floor and expired without a struggle. 
Tho throat was cut from ear to oar, mak- 
ing a guping wound from which tho lifo 
blood literally flowed iu a stream. LJfe 
must have been extinct within a few min- 
utes after tho committal of tho deed. 
Whittonoame to town about three weeks ago, 
and at tho beginning of tho week informed a 
friend of his intention to make away with 
himself, which threat he successfully carried 
out last night, whilo Buffering from un 
attack of delirium tremens. Tho uufor- 
tuuute man was a native of the United 
States, 32 years of igo and unmarried. Dr. 
Arthur, coroner of the district, was tele- 
phoned for and an inquest will bo held upon 
his arrival from Nelson. 

W. Hineline, travelling freight agent of 
tho C. P. R. at Seattle, arrived in 
town from Nelson, for tho purposo of 
making arrangements with tho mine owners 
for the shipment of oro by hia road to 
San Francisco. In t hia ho has been emin- 
ently auccessful, as tho Nelson haa taken 
out nearly 100 tona already this week. More 
will be taken out aa fast as it is brought in. 
Mr. Hineline said that his company were 
determined to get their share of tho busi- 
ness from this district. Work on the Nuk- 
usp line was proceeding rapidly and grading 
would be pushed on to Three Forks thia fall, 
at which place tho company had obtained 
terminal facilities. It was probablo that 
tho whole of this stretch would be ironed 
this winter, at least it would bo i: 
working shape by next May. At th 
meeting of tho Legislature an applied 
tinu would bo made for permission to build 
from Three Forks to Kaslo in the spring, 
and thence to Balfour, along Lake Koote 
nay, to connect with the Nelson und Fort 
Sheppard railway, thus affording a continu- 
ous liue of rail from Rovolstoke to Spokam 
all to bo completed within a year, as promi 
ed to the Spokane merchants during the 
Bummer by General Manager Van Home 
As a result of this freight rates wjuld be re 
duced, tho mail servico improved, and the 
whole district materially benefitted. 

Tho State of Idaho took out 50 tons of 
Washington oro on Tuesday morning for 
shipment to San Francisco. A further 
shipment of 50 tons from tho Freddie Leo 
was made this morning. 

Now that the money market is becoming 
loosened, tho attention of capital is being 
directed to the Slocan country, many 
quiries having been mado during the past 
week by American capitalists for suitablo 
investments. Negotiations aro now going 
on between Chicago parties and the owners 
of ono of the leading mines near hero for tho 
sale of the property at a very stiff figure, to 
be paid inside of three weeks. A late ofli- 
cial report of the orca in tho Kootenay run on 
an average : St. Mary's country, a fraction 
over '10 ounces of silver per ton ; Ains 
worth, about 53 ounces, and the Slocan, ovei 
200 ounces. These figures speak for them 
solves. 

Tho Roman Catholics held a auccessful 
matinee in the dining room of tho Pula 
hotel this aftornoon, an exceptionally good 
programme being produced by local talent 
Tho receipts were largo. This evening the 
uJI*ir ia being wound up with a danco in tho 
btoio place. 

A public reception to Rev. W. L. Hall 
and family is boing hold thia evening, in the 
Lakeview, by tho Methodists. 

Monday night a big danco was given in 
the Slocan. Twenty-five couplos wero 
present. 

Last Friday afternoon a meeting of the 
creditors of J. M. Burke's bank was held, 
there being a large attendance. J. L. Re 
tallack, receiver, presided, und mado ( 
statement of tho bank's aaseta and liabili 
ties, both of which are in the neighborhood 
of $33,000. The assets, however, include 
considerable real estate, upon which a 
rather high figure ia placed. No date was 
fixed for the first pro rata payment, and the 
whole winding up will be a long and tedious 
affair. 

Fletcher & Fletcher, proprietors of tho 
Grand Central, have secured control of the 
bar and diningroom of the Slocan. 

There are twenty-eight four-horso teams 
now engaged hauling ore on tho wagon road, 
and thia number will bo still further 
creased shortly.

The Miner Boy, near Wataon, haa com- 
menced shipping ore, twenty tons having 
been brought into town ao fur.

The R. M. S. Empress of India, Captain 
0. P. Marshall, R.N., oomplotod n pleasant 
homeward voyngo yesterday, when she 
reached this port at 7 a PL, eleven daya 
from Yokohama. Shu had linrl an unevent- 
ful passage, and brought fewer notables than 
aro usually named on the Empress' lists. 
The cargo was heavy, ehitlly composed of 
tea, and thero were 50 Chineaa for Victoria 
among the '_'U0 odd in the eteeruc;e. Of the 
saloon passengers tho beat known hero ia 
Mr. D. E. Brown, of the CP. R., who has 
now returned from a six months' business 
residence in China, and who will to-day 
take to himself a Mra. Brown — tlm bride 
being MitB Post, u popular Tacoma lady. 
Mr. Brown went over to Taeoma last night. 
Others of the passengers were Roar Admiral 
H. Bury Pallister, formerly cuminodoro of 
Hongkong, who, with bis wife and Miss 
Featheratonehaugh, his nieco, is rot in ning 
to England ; Captain Bourke, R.N , form- 
erly commander of tho U.irnot and 
Hyacinth, and who raised the British 
flag on Cook Islands — now retired from 
acrvico and homeward bound ; uud Lieut. 
Richardson, R. N., of II M.S. Mercury, 
travelling back to England on furlough. 
These compoBo the naval representatives. 
Among the missionaries are Rev. .Mr. and 
Mr3. Bogga and their family, travelling to 
Halifax after fifteen years' continuous ser- 
vice ; and Rev. F. P. Sutherland, the pion- 
eor of the Canadian Presbyterian church In 
Japan.

Tho piiu- 
cipa.1 news items contained in the Oriental 
papers received by the Empress, chronicle 
the sale of tho Vitiaz' wreck to Mr. Yama- 
shino Reizn, of Tokio for 17,000 yen; Mr. 
Oishi, late minister for Japan to Corea, is 
coming to America by the tho next C. P. 
R. stnamers, and Mr. William Tay- 
lor, who was murdoroualy attacked 
at Bang-ta pnn a few months ago by Dacoits 
was united in marriage a day or two before 
tho mail steamer left, to the little Siamese 
lady, Me Sap, who so pluckily saved his life. 
The Aaahi reports the loss of the Bailing 
vessel Shinyo Maru, owned by Mr. Tsubita, 
of Aburagawa-mura, Taugaru district, Awo- 
mori Prefecture, with twenty-two lives. 
The Shingu Maru was on her way from 
Wakanai, Soyn district, Hokkaido, to Abu- 
ragawa-mura on the 4th inst., whon she en- 
countered a violent gale and foundered off 
Okijiri, Out of a total of twenty-eight crew 
and passeogers on board six only were Bavcd. 
The bodies of seven of those drowned 
have been recovered. Tho galo which 
proved so disastrous to the Shinyo Maru 
was doubtless the same as that experienced 
at Hakodate the same day which, as already 
reported, did much damage to the small 
craft in the harbor and to property ashore. 
The Acheen pirutes have been again heard 
from. Tho report is received from Wen- 
chow that a war junk while cruising among 
the western island s came across the pirate craft 
leaving a merchunt junk lying within a 
small cove for shell er. A gun was fired by 
the war junk and tho pirates then engaged 
the Government craft. The firing attracted 
two other war junks cruising in the vicinity, 
and the pirates were overpowered and 
thirteen of them made prisoners. A search 
of tho pirate junk revealed seven men, who, 
it turned out, hud been taken from the mer- 
chant junk, in order to be bold for ransom. 
Tho merchant captain and hia crew were re- 
turned to his junk, but the pirates wero 
taken to Wenchow, where they were de- 
capitated. 

JIL'SY LIKE AT rilK DOOKS, 

The outer wharves presented an animated 
scene yesterday morning when tho steamers 
Yosemite, Danube, It. P. Rithet and MauJn 
were discharging salmon, while thu barks 
Boutenbeck and Sireno were loading it; tho 
City of Pue Ida was loading general freight 
and the Empress of India wua o If a short 
distance from the dock sending her Victoria 
freight, mail and passengers ashore. Tho 
Yosemite brought down from New West- 
minster 4,500 cases of salmon for the bark 
RouteDbeck, several hundred saoka of grain 
and i» quantity of other freight, besides a 
large number of passengers, thirty of whom 
aro Californians returning home from Chica- 
go. Two other large consignments of 
salmon arrived from the Eraser river yester- 
day morning. The Maude brought one of 
theae, tho other, consisting of over 7,000 
cases, having come by tiie R. P. Riihet. 
As freight tho City of Puebla had about 
125 tons of Chinese merchandise ex-steam- 
ship Victoria, to load here. This, in addi- 
tion to what she brought from tho Sound, 
loaded her well down, Her passencer ac- 
commodation was also well taken up on 
leaving here, tho following being among 
those who took cabin paaBage from Victoria:

To THE Editor :— Such, sir, is tho repre- 
sentation of which it auks Premier Glad- 
stone to say tho community of our country 
is at present oomposod. Ii might, perhaps, 
answer thu political purpose- of this " old 
parliamentary hand " to mako this state- 
ment, but it ia not correot, and it ia mis- 
leading, in fact it ia a dolusion and a snare, 
for it completoly ignores the cxistenco and 
iufloonoe of that important element tho mid- 
dlo olass. Now the ascendant position of 
our country unquestionably arises from a 
combination of oauaes, but if it wero left to 
mo to aay it aroao from any ono oauso, it 
would suit my feolinga and my judgment to 
say it arose from the intelligence, the man- 
liness and good common aenao of tho middle 
olass. In other countries tho newspapors 
report what Is going on at their 
capitals, Paris, Berlin, otu., but with 
ua there ia no such contraliBation or 
allusion to our oupital, for thero aro such 
places ua Miuicheator, Liverpool, Birming- 
ham, Bristol and Belfast, and it is from 
these various arenas, whore the middle class 
moat do congregate, that thero is gained the 
sentiments that animate tho British mind. It 
is this misohtevous olassilicatiou of classes, 
and masses, that in the past gave Franco so 
much troublo, and a revolution from which 
s not, yet, and perhaps never will, re- 
True it is, wo have had revolutions 
in England, cutting off tho head of ono king 
and aending another king about Ilia busi- 
ness. But wo got well through our troublea, 
without any of those excesses that tarniah 
tho history of other countries. But wo 
don't want any mora revolutions. This talk 
of classra and masses bus an objectionable 
antagonistic Bound. With it, revolutionary, 
may mean " down with the Houao of 
Lords," and eventually abolition of the 
monarchy. This spurious coin, from the 
Gladstoniun mint, should never have beou 
put in circulation.

CLEVELAND SCORED. 

Senator Stewart, of Nevada, Devotes His 
Attentions to Dressing Down the 
f'resldeiit. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. '2(5.— President Cleve- 
land waa tho object of a prolonged personal 
attack in the Senate to-day on tho part of 
Senator Stewart (Republican), Nevada. 
Mr. Stewart apoke for nearly three hours 
on the resolution which he had offered on 
Saturday as to tho relative independance of 
the three co-ordinate branches of the Gov- 
ernment. That independence ho charged 
the Government with disregarding in many 
way, but particularly in not causing 
the silver purchaao law and tho 
Chinese Exclusion law to bo faithfully exe- 
cuted. But worao even than the non execu- 
tion of the laws appeared to be,|inMr, Stew- 
art's opinion, tho contemptuous allusions to 
Congress which ho found in Mr. CleNeland'a 
letters and interviews. He was particularly 
embittered by the President's allusions, in 
one of his letters, to "Having Congress on 
his hands." This was an indignity beyond 
endurance, and then, in addition, the Neva- 
da Senator scored at the President 
for his want of a collegiato or ony 
other liberal education that would 
fit him for his high olhco and read tho Pre- 
sident's brief biography in tho Congression- 
al directory, laying much stress on and 
Broking to extract humor from tho points 
of Mr. Cleveland's career as assistant 
teacher of the blind, clerk, sheriff, mayor 
and petty lawyer. Speeches against the 
repeal bill were then made by Mr. Cameron 
(Republican, Pennsylvania,) and Mr. Bate 
(Democrat, Tennessee). After these 
speeches, Mr. Stewart occupied the remain- 
der of the day's session. The Senate ad- 
journed at 5:4."> p m.

A SUGGESTION. 

We trust that the civio authorities and 
the leading men in the community will not 
neglect to use their influence to prevail upon 
tho Admiral to have a naval demoo- 
Btration or a sham fi^ht while 
tho war shipi are in port. Wo are quite 
suro that Admiral Stephenson haa only 
to bo asked in the right way and by tho 
proper persona, in ordor to obtain for tho 
citizens this treat. And it is a treat 
—ono that will bo enjoyed by 
them all both young and old. Tho last 
demonstration of the kind given by Admiral 
Hcneage was highly appreciated by them 
and they will be delighted to boo it repeated. 

AN UNREASONABLE DEMAND. 

Tho bricklayers will find that they have 
mado a mistake in insisting upon their ob 
jeetion to the inspectors chosen by the City 
Council and tho Board of School Trustees, 
It ia so evident that it ia the right of thoBo 
who pay for tho work to have the power of 
selecting their own inspector that all unpre 
judictd and disinterested men look upon 
the demand of the bricklayers as most un 
reasonable. 

L?t it bo admitted that the workmen have 
the power to restrict tho choice of the em- 
ployer in one respect, and it will havo to be 
allowed that they have as good a right to 
reBtrict it in other respects. For instance, 
bricklayers eay that they do not reuuire the 
iuapector to bo a member of their union, 
all they wunt is a practical bricklayer. l!ut 
supposing that tho demand for a " practi- 
cal " man is conceded, who is to eay that 
tho next demand will not bo for a union 
man ? 

It must be evident to the bricklayers 
themselves that tho man who is getting the 
work dono has tho right to oversea it him- 
self, or to employ anyone in whom ho has 
confidence to overaeo it for him. Thia is 
how they would act themselves if they were 
getting work done. If the overseer or in- 
spector chosen by the ownor of the work is 
incompetent, all the worae for him. He, 
and not tho bricklayers or other workmen, 
will havo to Buffer for his ignorance and in- 
competence. 

Thon who is to guaranteo that the practi- 
cal bricklayer would make a good inspector. 
A bricklayer may be a capital workman but 
a very poor inspector. Ho may, beaides, lie 
hzy, or careless or dishoneat or bad tem- 
pered or tyrannical. Would, for instance, 
tho bricklayers object to a practical man 
who ia dishonest, who will allow men to 
scamp their work and to play other tricks 
known to the trado ? Would their union 
compel them to denounce a practical inspec- 
tor becauao ho was not faithful to bis em- 
ployers, or oven because he showed himself 
incompetent to inspect '! It is only reason, 
ablo that if tho bricklayers inBiat upon re- 
stricting tho choice of tho City Council and 
tho School Trustees to a " practical " man, 
they should bo preparod to guaranteo tho 
competency and honesty of the praotical 
man. They would, in fact, virtually 
havo tho appointment of the inspector in 
thoir own hands. 

Then again, if tho bricklayers must havo 
a praotical bricklayer aa inapoctor of their 
work, what aro tho carpenters and plumbora 
and other tradesmen employed about tho 
work to do ? Must thoy ho content to sub- 
mit to tho inspection of an inspector chosen 
by tho men reaponaiblo for tho proper con- 
struction of tho work though ho may not 
bo a "practical" man in thoir soveral 
tradeB ? 

Wo are surprised that tho bricklayers do 
not sco that by making a demand which 
appears unreasonable and even absurd to 
men not belonging to their union, thoy aro 
standing in their own light and doing tho 
cause of unionism an injury. It has bo- 
como evident that workingmen of all kinds, 
in thoir offorts to better thoir condition as a 
claBs, must, to bo successful, havo tho sup- 
port of pubiio opinion. They cannot accom- 
plish any object which is worth contending 
for whero tho community at largo dis- 
approves of tho courso thoy tako. They 
want tho help and tho sympathy of their 



fellowmon. They cannot do without tbom. 
But these thoy oaunob got if thoy aro un- 
reasonable and if they aot in disregard of 
tho rights of others. 

WHAT NEXT? 

Mr. Gladstone's position ia being disown- 
ed both at homo and abroad. There are 
aonio who eay that tho proper thing for blni 
to do is to accept tho challenge virtually 
mado by tho House of Lords and appeal, 
with the loaat pouaiblo delay, to the people. 
This, thoy say, he would do without hesita- 
tion, if he woro reasonably auro of u favor- 
able verdict. That lie does not do it, is to 
them proof positivu that ho knows that tho 
nation ia not on hia side. If he appealed 
from tho Lords to tho people, and obtained 
a verdict favorable to his policy, tho vietory 
would bo a signal one, and would eiiBiiro tho 
extension of Homo Rale to Ireland- Mr, 
Gladstone, it is contended, would not loao 
tho chance of gaining such a triumph over 
hia opponents if ho believed that a majority 
of tho people are favorable to his policy, 

But it ia evident that Mr. Gladstone haa 
no intention of trying to obtain tho sanction 
of tho people to hia policy. It ia dearly his 
intention to hold on to power aa long "s he 
can, whether he has the nation on hia aide 
or not. There ia talk of his attempting to 
prevail upon tho House of Commons to 
pass hia bill a second timo and to givu tho 
Lords a chance of rejecting it again. This 
they certainly will do, and they will have 
even a better reason lor rejeotiog it a 
second timo than they had tho first. Thoy 
will then havo moro cause to beliovo that 
the nation is not In favor of his Koine Rule 
policy than thay had a few weeks ago, 
when they throw his bill out by such a 
sweeping majority. Of courso, tho Radi- 
cals will aot up tho cry " Down with 
the Houso of Lords " moro furiously than 
ever, but they will fiud then, .aa they do 
now, that the nation ia not with them. It 
is very evident that tho people of Great 
Britain are with tho Lords in this matter 
There aro no indications that their action is 
disapproved by tho great mass of the 
people. On tho contrary, there aro aigna 
that tho nation is well pleasid that tho 
Lorda havo exercised thoir power in tho 
way they have dono. 

It is protty clear now that tho Quton doeB 
not intend to call upon Mr. Gladstone for 
his resignation. Her Majesty is too wiso to 
givo him an opportunity oi posing before 
tho nation as a martyr. Tho Prime Minis 
ter has it in hia power, by advising a disso- 
lution, to end tho controversy between him 
and tho House of Lords iu tho regular con- 
stitutional way, and also in strict accordance 
with the principles of the Liberal party, If 
ho does not see fit to avail himself of it, it is 
not tho part of thoso who are opposed to his 
policy to help him out of tho difficulty in 
which he has placed himself. It is clear 
that Mr. Gladstone is to bo allowed rope 
enough, but what use ho will make of it 
does not yet very clearly appear. Itiscer 
tain, however, that, sooner or later, there 
will be an election on the Homo Rule iasuo, 
In that election the cry against the Houao 
of Lords will be made to do duty on tho side 
of tho Home Rulers. But it will be aingular 
if it haa any effect, for if it were not for th 
action of the Houae of Lorda, the people 
would never have the opportunity of pro 
nouncing on Mr. Gladstone's scheme of 
Homo Rule. 



A MIXED ASSEMBLAGE. 

Tho Parliament of Religions lately intees 
sion in Chicago, was, aa an assemblage, per 
fectly unique and its proceedings are most 
interesting to all men and women who are 
seriously inclined, whether they aro what is 
commonly called religiouc or not. Men. of 
different and what are generally supposed 
to be antagonistic religious systems wero 
there on tho same platform, perfectly free 
to say what they believed to be the truth. 
And many availed themselves of tho privi- 
lege. The speeches made and tho ptvpera 
read by tho representatives of tho different 
religions wero listened to with respectful 
attention and it is needless to say that per- 
fect decorum wna observed. 

Tho reader will be ablo to form some idea 
of the proceedings of thia very peculiar con- 
gress ami of what apparently incongruous 
elements it ia composed, when ho learns who 
wero tho Bpoakera at one of last week's meet- 
ings. Tho meeting was opened by tho 
audienco joining in tho Lord's Frayor. Tho 
audience is thus described, "Day after day, 
in fact, and session after aesaion, tho aud- 
ienco ia the same. It has apparently re- 
solved itself into a great class of three 
thousand students and each day the same 
people aro in the samo scats. To a careful 
observer it has becomo easy to toll in what 
direction the sympathies of tho more demon- 
strative auditors lo»n. When an orator, 
who advocates the faith in which thoy bo- 
lievo ia presented, they show at onoo their 
approval by almoat frantic applause. When 
a speaker who tells of the glorios of an- 
othor faith is on tho platform thoy are 
ominously silent." 

Tho first speakor was tho Rev. Henry M. 
Field, of Now York. He made a delightful 
speech, traoing the growth of toloranco in a 
man of (ino fooling and a largo and roccp- 
tivo mind. When ho was young ho found it 
difficult to beliovo that a Domocrat could 
bo saved, but when ho had grown oldor ho 
was ablo to say : " It has been my fortune 
to travel in many lands, and I havo not boon 
in any part of tho world so dark but I have 
found somo rays of light— some proof that 
tho God who is our Cod and father has boon 
there, and that tho temples which are 
reared in many religions resound with sin- 
cere worship and praiao of Him." 

Mr. Field was followed by tho Rov. 
James Brand, of Oberlin, O., and tho next 
penker was Count A. Bornstorff, " a 
blonde-bearded, broad-shouldered Teuton," 
Ha read a papor on tho religious state of 
Germany. 

Mahommcd Alexander Russol Webb, tho 



Araorican convort to Muhommedaniam, next 
gavo a roaBon for tho faith that is in him. 
He had the audacity to defend polygamy, 
and while he was doing bo, tho audience was 
not backward iu showing its disapproval 
of what ho said; but bo continued, nover- 
tholeas. When Mr. Webb camo to speak of 
tho dovotiou of tho Mahommeduns, and of 
tho conscientious regularity with which 
they repeat their prayers, ho waa warmly 
applauded. His speech was an instructive 
one, and was, no doubt, liatened to with in- 
st and curiosity to hear what a man 
who had been brought up a Christian could 
say in favor of the religion of Mahomet. 
The Rev. B. Fay Mills, who ia deacribed 
"a smooth faced young preacher who 
served a terrible apprenticeship as a pro- 
fessional gatnblor in S.tn Francisco," pre- 
sented moat acceptably an autidoto toi tho 
bano dispensed by tho American Mahoni- 
modan. Hia theme waa a congenial ono, 
Christ tho Saviour of tho World," and ho 
handled it in such a way as to work up his 
audienco of three thousand to tho highest 
pitch of enthusiasm. Mr. Mills told tho 
men who profossed and called themselves 
Christians, but who did not live up to their 
profession, some wholesome truths in a very 
effectivo way. 

The other speakers were Prof. Theodore F, 
Wright, of Harvard college; tho Rev. Ida C. 
Hultou, of Moline, Ills.; A. Marderos 
Ignados, of Smyrna; Mr. Helant Kiretoh- 
jiam, of Constantinople; Prof. Toy, of 
Harvard; Hironishi Kozvki, President of 
Doshlohu University, Japan; and Professor 
Waldo 8. Pratt. Tho reader aeea that tho 
mixture of speakers waa a singular ono, and 
ho may conclude that the mixture of ideas 
was quite aa singular. Whether tho result 
will be beni ficial or not, time alone can toll.

GOOD TIMES IN OKANAGAN. 



Increasiup; Development of the Natural 
Resources— Hon Growing: Au 
Assured Success- 

Ilie Gold Mines Showing: Very Rich 
Prospects, and Being: Profitably 
Worked.

Ainsley Megraw, editor and publisher of 
tho Vernon News, roturned homo this 
morning after spending a few days iu Vic- 
toria. He states that in tho Okauugun dis- 
trict, of which Vernon is virtually tho 
capital, tho crops, though not quite equal to 
thoao of former years, are still better than 
found in tho older provinces, and as Mr. 
Megraw comes from Paisley, in tho centre 
of tho best grain producing distriot in 
Ontario, ho is in a position to make 
an intelligent comparison. This year 
tho Spallumcheon haa been less for- 
tunate than other parts of tho 
district, but tho Okanagan comes near its 
old average, and the Missiou valley, in par- 
ticular, has made a vory good showing. 
This season bus shown that hop growing is 
no longer of doubtful profit in tho district. 
Tho hops on Lord Aberdeen's estate, both 
in thu Coldstream und Mission vulleys, are 
un excollent crop. Tho smull supply grown 
laat year und formerly was taken by the 
local brewery, but now that tho hops ure to 
be grown on a larger soale an outside market 
will have to be sought. On tho Coldstream 
ranch mono hulf tho crop had not been 
picked, and tho amount paid to tho Si washes 
lor picking hud reached over a thousand 
dollais. 

' The capacity of the Okanagan for wheat 
growing," continued Mr. Megraw, "is 
imply astonishing. With but one year's 
sowing crops have been gathered for three 
yeara in succession, the wheat shelled out 
Muring harvesting being tho only seed re- 
quired for tho next year's crop, which would 
uot be less than thirty bushels to the acre, 
against fifty for the first year. This cur- 
ious state of affairs is accounted for by the 
amazing fertility of the land, and farmers 
knowing that nature will tako care of their 
old wheat fields for them commonly take 
advantage of this good fortune and pay 
attention to new ground." 

"I completed a two weeks' tour of tho 
gold mining camps in tho lower Okanagan 
just before coming to Victoria The pros- 
pects are exceedingly good. At Camp 
Fairview, the only one accessible by wagon 
road, the Stratheyro Mining Company, 
have their quartz mill running steadily upou 
ore from tho Brown Boar and Wild West 
mines, and it ia generally uudorstood that 
tho returns aro fully satisfactory, The gold 
bearing quart i In this ''.'.strict is in un- 
lin»«*i quantities, and it appears to get 
richer the further it is followed. Camp Mc- 
Kinney is by many considered to bo us good 
as Camp Fuirview, but it cannot bo worked 
at present owing to the absence of roads to 
tako in machinery. There aro a great many 
camps in the Boundary Creek district, 
among which may bo mentioned Attwood's, 
White's, the Greenwood, Skylark, Provi- 
dence, Deadwood and Copper, From 
the Skylark and Providence oro Is being 
shipped by pack trains to Grand Pruirie 
anil thence teamed to Marcua, where it is 
Bhipped by rail to Tiicoma. The cost of 
transportation alono of this oro is said to 
reach between !?bl) and $70 per ton, which 
is ample evidence of its richness. At Grand' 
Prairie, on Kettle river, there is an excel- 
lent farming district which will yet supply 
tho mines of that locality, when they are 
worked to their full capacity. 

" Owing to the absence of any but the 
local market, furnished by the milla at 
Endeiby, for grain, only tho small price of 
$13 50 per ton ia realized by the farmers of 
tho Mission valley, while probably more 
than twico that amount is paid for wheat 
grown at the coaat, which hus tho advan- 
tago of larger markets." 

FRUITS AND HOPS. 

An Encouraging Report on the Capabilities 
of This Province. 

Prof. Saunders, director of experimental 
fauna, who bus returned to Ottawa after un 
ofiici il visit to British Columbia, gives an 
ncoui uging report as to tho result of his 
observations in the Province. Fruit-grow- 
ing is a branch of industry to which he 
thicks more attention might profitably be 
paid. " At the experimental farm at 
AgiBsiz," he says, " thero aro Borne very 
fine crops of pluma on trees three years 
planted. The orchards thero have been 
very much enlarged during tho paat year, 
and tho number of varieties of fruit now 
under test is over 1,100. These teats aro 
being carried on in tho valley land, and also 
the bench land upon the sides of the moun- 
tains, where ;"i00 fiuit trees are put at 
heights ranging from 100 feot to 800 feet 
above the valley level; thcBe ure d dug re- 
murkably well, and have made a very strong 
growth. Judging from the dates of putting 
in and the general oharaater of growth, it 
would appear that the treea and shrubs on 
the higher laud bud earlier und thu fruit 
will probably riped earlier than those in the 
valley, although sufficient experience has 
not yet been had to make thiB very positive. 
There is bo much laud in British Columbia 
of this character on tho mountain sides 
which is unlit for general agricultural work 
that tho success of this experiment hus 
awakened much interest among tho fruit- 
growers of the Province. 

" Good progress has ulao been made in the 
foreatry work, especially in the planting of 
hardwood timbers. During lust winter tho 
Department of the Interior transferred to 
the Experimental farm 800 ucros of addi- 
tional land for this special work. During 
tho spring over 3,000 young treea were 
planted on tho hill sides, mainly black wal- 
nut, usb, hickory, cherry and other valuable 
hardwood timber trees of tho East. As tho 
forestsof British Columbia contain very little 
hardwood, tho results of theso tests ure 
looked forwurd to with much interest. 

" Hop growing is uIbo fast becoming an 
important industry in that section. After 
visiting tho hop yards at Agazziz and in tho 
neighborhood, a journey wus made to thu 
familiar hop districts of Washington State, 
especially thoao at Puyallup, White River 
Vulloy und Kent, wlicro a very lurgo acre- 
age is being devoted to this purpose.

Unsuccessful Anarchist Attempt to 
Assassiuate the Spanish 
General. 



A Military Review Chosen as the 
Occasion to Carry Uuc the 
Plot. 



WHEN YOU SEE IT ON THE BOX 

You Know They Are Good. 



Barcelona, Sept. 20.— Tho excitement 
caused by tho attempt of Annrchiat P.ilhis 
to kill Gen. Martinez Campo3 at tho review 
on Sunday continues. The fjenerol ia rest- 
ing eaBily and recovering from the effects of 
the wound inflicted by tho fall from hia 
horaa and by the explosion of the bombs. 
Gen. l'ernez Clemento was also badly 
wounded by fragments of tho bombs, and 
thirteen of tho stall wero injurod. Tho 
number of people among tho spectators in- 
jured in the panic is unknown. The polico 
are making u thorough inquiry iiito tho 
whole matter and oxpojt to havo startling 
evidence to present when Pallus and his two 
fellow prisoners are brought to trial. 

There had been a reviow of all tho troops 
in this distriot early in the morning. Shortly 
boforo noon the captain generul and his 
stuff took their places on ono sido of the 
large squaro near the middle of tho city and 
the march past beg in. A largo crowd hail 
gathered near tho ottioers, hut, as no trouble 
was thought probablo while tho military 
filled tho streets only four gen d'armes wero 
at hand to preserve order. The head of the 
column had hardly passed the captain gen- 
eral when a bomb was thrown from iho 
crowd. It struck near tho captain generul 
and exploded with tremendous force. Tho 
staff was thrown in confusion and tho sol- 
diers broke from the lines. 

A few seconds later uuother bomb camo 
from tho crowd. It struck among tho stuff 
officers and exploded almost directly under 
tho captain general's horse, He was thrown 
to tho ground and his horso, with its legs 
shattered, rolled over beside him. Generul 
Castellvi, chief of staff, also fell wounded 
from his horeo. A soldier of che civic guard 
was killed instantly and five others wero 
injured so severely by pioces of shell that 
they will probubly dio. Tho march puat 
was stopped and most of tho soldiers broke 
ranks. The captain general's last order, 
however, as ho wua carried to a houso near 
by, was that the parade should be continued. 
A physiciun hastily dressed a wound in his 
thigh, a bad bruise on tho shoulder on 
which he fell, and Beveral contusions of the 
leg. 

The Captain-General then returned to his 
staff and witnessed from a carriage tho rest 
of the parade. He afterwards telegraphed 
to Queen Regent Christina dotailB of the 
attempt on hia life and tho assuranco that 
he had no dangerous injuries. The man 
who threw tho boinb3 was caught by the 
crowd and delivered to tho police. He ia 
named Pallas, and belongs to tho gang of 
anarchiata who havo caused many explosions 
here in tho last year. Tho beginning of the 
parade was witnessed by many persons in 
carriages. The explosions of tho bombs 
frightened tho hor8es and they dashed 
through the crowds. Severul ataff officers 
were thrown and their horses ran loose 
among the spectators. Two hundred per- 
sons were hurt severely by the runawuya 
and many received alight injuries, 

Pallas says he intended to kill Martinez 
do Campos and hia wholo Btaff. In his 
house the polico found a great quantity of 
the meat violent revolutionary literature. 
Two men who had lived with him and evi- 
dently had holped to make tho bombs have 
been arrested, liich of the bombs thrown 
was a hollow iron sphere charged with dy- 
namite. All the windows near the scene of 
the explosion were shattered and largo 
holes were dug in the ground where tho 
bombs struck. The order for u grand ro- 
view of troops yceterday was revokod. 

FREE THINKERS VEX K D. 

They Complain That They Were Not (ilvcr 
Recognition at the Parliament of 
Religions. 

Chicago, Sept. 26.— Piqued by the rcfus 
al of tho powers that control the world's 
parliament of religions to givo them any 
recognition, or to ullow them the use of one 
of the halls in tho art palace, the officers of 
the American Secular Union are putting 
forth extraordinary efforts to secure an im- 
mense attendance at their international 
convention, which opens hero two weeks 
hence. The co-operation of tho Canada 
Secular Union, of tho Free Thought Federa- 
tion of America, and of tho Polish I'Yco 
Thought Society has been secured, und the 
executive committee have expectations that 
fully 5,000 delegates will tuke part in the 
proceedings. Col. Robert Ingersull has con- 
Bented to preside, and delegates will be pre- 
sent from London, Puria and different parts 
of Canada. The committee of arrange- 
ments of tho religious parliament denies 
that the Free Thinkera wero refused accom- 
modations right out, and say that a hall was 
offered them conditional only on their pledge 
to abstain from denunciation of religious 
denominations and religious ideas. 



EUROPEAN POLITICS. 

Rumored Trouble Among British Liberals- 
France ami Ktisshi. 

New Yobk, Sept 26.— Harold Freder ic's 
cable to the Times from London Buys that a 
month ago Mr. Chamh jrlain was rash 
enough to declaro that this year tho ap- 
propriations should bo obstructed, inch by 
inch, und the discussion of them extended 
indefinitely, hut tho Tory members quietly 
notified Mr. Balfour that they wero follow- 
ing him und not Mr. Chamberlain, und, un- 
less he said so, they would not, remain in 
London during September. For tho past 
three weeks Mr. Balfour and Mr. Cham- 
berlain have played " Box und Cox " in thu 
House, neither appearing unless tho other 
was known to be absent. Mr. Chamberlain 
never opened his mouth on tho estimates, 
and there will be no obstruction ut all. 

"Tho not results nf tho Bession thus far 
seorn to he a feud between these leaders of 
tho allied lories and liberal unionists. They 
began tho year by loud boasts that Mr. 
Gladstone's coalition would go to pieces he- 
fore midsummer. Instead of that it is their 
own ulliunco which givoB ominous signs of 
disruption. Apparently Lord Randolph 
Churchill has petered out altogether. Sun- 
dry performances at tho outset of tho ses- 
sion gave rise to the idea that ho was going 
to make a desperate hid for a return to prom- 
inence, and, though his displays havo 
been eccentric sometimes to tho vergo df 
the painful, thero was a general disposition 
to receive him well. But for some reason 
ho soon lapsed into voiceless inaction and it 
is taken for granted that ho will novor do 
anything serious again.

up over a whole month till the Russian fleet 
arrived. Now tho loot ia quite on the 
other foot. Tho Russian minister at Paris, 
itaron Mohrenheiin, bua publicly notiliecl 
the press committee of the Czar's desire that 
thero be no public celebration whatever be- 
yond a reul.ca ot the meagre programme ob- 
served when tho French were at Cronatadt. 
If uny thing more is done, and if tho Russian 
lleet's visit is turned into u manifestation 
ugain8t tho enemies of Franco, Insinuated, 
rather than openly aai<l, thiB Imperial 
mouthpiece, the Czar, will be very angry 
and perhaps tho whole fat will bo in the 
fire. 

"Sonieof the Paris editorspreservchaughty 
silence, but others are so nettled at the im- 
pertinence that they indignantly declare 
that tho French people are freemen, not 
slaves like tho Russian moujika aud cannot 
dreum of taking an order from tho Czar r,B 
to the character and measuro of the greeting 
they will give hia fleet. In this same 
democratic spit it of protest the municipal 
council of Paris voted yesterday by only 
fivo dissenting voices to send a delegation to 
Toulon, Socialist, Vuillant taking occasion to 
protest on hia part against any toadying to 
the Russian autocrat, hut tho council also 
decided to give a banquet of 000 covers in 
the Hotel de Ville on tho day of the Ru-ainn 
officers' arrival in Paris, and to do a lot of 
other thiDga, all of which, it is assumed, the 
ministry, which ia always ut work uphold- 
ing the interests of France against the 
whims of Paris, will forbid doing at all." 



IN ARGENTINE. 



The Whole Republic Convulsed— Organiza- 
tion of the Bnenos Ay re an Police as 
a Military force. 

BtJENOS Aykks, Sept. '.2(3. — Fx- President 
Polligrini, undismayed by the threat of the 
rebels to shoot him on tho spot if ho again 
falls into their hands, ia at Tucutnan and 
telegraphs that he expects tho rebels soon 
to surrender. Other advicea havo it that 
tho foreign colonists of Santa Fo and neigh- 
borhood uro joining the rebellion and a 
bloody engagement between the rebels and 
government 13 expected hourly. It is ad- 
mitted that a determined rebellion against 
President Saenz Pena ia on foot, and 
if the foreign olement has taken a 
hand againBt the piesident hia downfall is 
not unlikely, ua foreign interests are power- 
ful. The whole Argentine Republic is con- 
vulsed and a revolution is in progress 
throughout the north ut Least. There has 
been severe fighting, and more blood is cer 
tain to be shed. At Santa Fe some of tin 
national troops have already sided with tin 
rebels, and the latter expect further rein 
forcemeats from tho same source. This is 
the situation from a rebel standpoint. 

On the other hind, Pelligrini's adherents 
have equipped the National Guards of tho 
districts of San Luis, Sautiugo and Cordova, 
and lively fighting is looked for. Tho Pro- 
vince of Fntre Rio is Bending several bat- 
talions of the National Guards 10 support 
the ex-president, who hopes to be soon at 
the head af an army large enough to subdue 
the rebels. The situation Is growing more 
serious every hour. Tho rebels ure 
now pressing Santa Fe. It is 
said it was. not Gen. Alem wdio 
was murdered at Santa Fe, but Dr. Alem, 
leuder of the Radical party. If this be the 
case it will cause still more bloodshed, for 
the Radicals ure certain to avenge his death. 
Bv order of the Government, ull Radical 
clubs are closed. Dr. Alem and his princi- 
pal adherents were shadowed by the police. 
The other Radical loaders urn handcuffed on 
board warships und held in close confine- 
ment. President Gaenz Pena ia now said to 
be willing to resign in favor of Kllauri. The 
report locks confirmation, The polico of the 
city are organized as a military for.ee, and 
they will probably bo sent with detach 
ments of the National Guards. Gen, Rocaa 
has been given command of thu Government 
forces.

Two Handsome Foil Gowns— Plain Brond- 
cloth In Place at Velvet— Model Church 
Dresses— The lielgn of Black Goods — A 
Struggle For White Hose,

Women aro to look moro liko a tea 
boll than ever this full, if we can judge 
by tho newest model gowns, and, after 
all, they aro not at all ugly. I dropped 
into a largo house today whoso specialty 
ia line drosses, and there I saw two very 
styljsh and handsome gowns, both for 
street. Ono was made of tan colored 
cloth, with each seam lapped and stitch- 
ed. The skirt was perfectly plain at tho 
top all around, and flared gradually but 
decidedly at, tho bottom. On the right 
sido at the bottom it opened over a panel 
of chocolate cloth anil had two buttons 
set on for ornament, not use. There 
was a very jaunty jacket waist button- 
ing to tho left and double breasted. Ev-

try seam was stitched on the outside liko 
tho box coats. The bolt and turndown 
collar were of the brown cloth, and tho 
sleeves plain gigot buttoned at the 
wrist. Altogether this is really a very 
handsome gown that would be suitable 
for women of almost any age. Made in 
black cloth or cheviot, it would bo sim- 
ply elegant, A flat black felt hat, trim- 
med witli a square rhinestono buckle, 
two parrot wings and a red poppy, is to 
bo worn with it, 

A novel way of making up one of tho 
new plajds is seen there also. The plaid 
is very large, tho downward stripes in- 
distinct and of several tones and colors. 
The cross stripe consists of two narrow 
black lines. Tho skirt is plaited very 
narrow on a foundation, and that gives 
It the nppearanco of having narrow 
lines of braid sewed around. The waist 
has a plaited fall of the plaid reaching to 
tho belt and a rufllo of tho same around 
the neck. The waist itself is of apple 
green surah, and so are tho double puffed 
sleeves. Tho hat with this odd dress 
was of porcupine straw with shaded 
feathers hold by a bow and a shaded 
chrysanthemum, tho feathers lying flat 
around tho low crown. The hat turns 
up military style. Long suede gloves 
aro worn with this, reaching to the el- 
bow, though two button glace gloves 
would do. Tho enormous size of tho 
plaids makes it necessary to devise somo 
new style that will show the pattern, 
yet not permit it to be too assertive, and 
the most of thorn will bo cut on tho truo 
bias, and the patterns will join so as to 
seem to, be all one. Thi3 is not an eco- 
nomical way to cut plaid, but that fact 
will perhaps bo the very reason why 
that stylo will bo popular, 

I have noticed that plain broadcloth 
will be employed as flat bands on plaids 
often in preference to velvet. Velvet is 
richer, but if not of tho best quality 
soon grows rusty on tho bottom of a 
skirt, and if it is fine quality it is very 
costly. The cloth when properly applied 
is distinguished. It should be first tacked 
over a stiff lining and afterward sewed 
on with invisible stitches. Somo put a 
narrow gold braid on the top, but this 
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DAINTY GOWNS FOB CHURCH, 
would not bo suitable with every plaid. 
Tho dark gray and black, tho black and 
white and some of the dull browns would 
look well, but not tho bright color« with 
tho gold braid. Tho cloth trimming 
should be about 3 or 1 inches wide. Tho 
top can bo scalloped out, but it looks best 
plain. 

I saw two very dainty church and 
visiting dresses for the young ladies, and 
as they are models in their way I men- 
tion them. Ono was of changeable dove 
colored taffeta, made with a modestly 
full skirt and with five equidistant 
ruffles superposed and each having a 
gauffered heading. There was a full 
gathered waist with narrow rufllo below 
the belt. There was n quaint little 
shoulder cape of plaid silk with an ac- 
cordion plaited rufllo. Tho collar to tho 
capo was double and of plaid, turned 
sharply down in tho front and plaited in 
tho back. Tho tiny bonnet had a wreath 
of very small roses around tho brim and 
a blue butterfly on top. 

Tho other dress was of pale blue india 
silk with white polka dots, each en- 
circled with black, There wero nine 
flounces cut on tho straight and simply 
hemmed by hand. Tho waist was plain 
with a vest of maize crepe do chino and 
bretolles with four tiny ruflles each. 



Tho tio and belt had a touch of pink, by 
being cut of rainbow crapo. Tho sleeves 
wero very full gigots. Tho harlequin 
hat had donkey ear bows and in tho cen- 
ter a bunch of pink oleanders. Tho 
gloves were maizo. Tho wholo toilet 
was dainty and sweet. Black gauze and 
hernanis aro mode up much after tho 
same stylo for church. Black is really 
tho truly ladylike church gown, but wo 
must make somo allowance for youth 
and its lovo of color and brightness. 

I notice in almost all the new costumes 
for young persons somo sign of a moro 
or less elaborate bertha or bretolle. Tho 
now designs for low drosses have berthas, 
and tho others have tho bretelles. This 
all goes to show that tho 1880 stylos will 
bo even moro pronounced as to waist 
and sleeve than before, and as to hats 
I and bonnets they aro about equally di- 
vided. There aro many close bonnets 
for tho conservatives, and hats of no par- 
ticular form derive their stylo from tho 
manner in which they aro trimmed. 
There aro many regular coal scuttle 
shapes and pokes with big crowns and 
oar flaps, Every new importation of 
pattern bonnets shows ono or moro di- 
rect copies from the 18:50 stylos with 
very littlo alteration. Tho only differ- 
ence I find in (hem is that nono has a 
cape, but I presume that crowning hor- 
ror will bo added before tho season is 
over. 

It is hard to predict just what will bo 
tho favorite dress fabric this fall, but I 
think it will be quite safe to assort that 
black, and black and white, in stripes or 
plaids will be the first choice. The new 
fabrics and designs in those combinations 
aro so varied that it gives a wide range in 
pattern and qutdity to choose from. The 
black diagonal cheviots are tho hand- 
somest for street wear, and when well 
made are so rich and refined that they 
are quite fine enough for visiting. 

There has boon a determined move for 
a long time to get the best dressers ro 
adopt white hosiery in silk, sea island 
cloth, lislo or silk plated, but so far it 
has been without avail, Black hosiery 
has obtained too firm a hold, but now 
that the lS'.iO fashions aro hero white 
stockings with clocks and openwork pat- 
terns seem to belong to the period, and 
thero is a growing demand for thorn, but 
it will ho long before the majority give 
up to it. Still, clean white stockings 
aro neat and dressy, 

Some of the now ribbons are wonder- 
fully pretty. There are plaids and gauzes 
and satins, but tho season's ribbon is a 
grosgrain with satin edges, alike on both 
sides, AH the other ribbons aro to please 
individuals, but tho grosgrain is tho 
style.

ALL BEADY MADE. 



Is tlio Work or tho Ciictom Dressmaker 
Dying Out? 

Less than 10 years ago it was impos- 
sible to purchase a ready made dress in 
America, no matter how urgent the ne- 
cessity. Today, whether the garment is 
for funereal, festive or general purposes, 
if a woman's figure is not totally out of 
proportion, she can be accommodated 
without the slightest difficulty. 

Those made in this country were at 
first very defective in cut and style. Ev- 
ery year, however, thero has boon a great 
improvement, tho result being that to- 
day a, woman can purchaso a ready- 
made dress of as perfect a cut, as well 
finished, and frequently better style, than 
if she had specially ordered it. 

A mistaken idea is that women of 
taste do not buy ready made garments. 
Twenty years ago ladies of fashion had 
every article they wore made to order. 
At tho present time there is but ono ar- 
ticle of wearing apparel to which the 
old prejudice slightly clings, and that is 
the corset. But oven thero that feeling 
is gradually growing less. 

Thero is much about a ready made 
dress to commend it to tho buyer. In 
the first place, a woman sees just what 
she is buying and how becoming or nu- 
suitcd tho style is to her figure. How 
infinitely moro assuring it is to see a 
garment made tip than to imagine how 
it will look when finished from a fashion 
plate! Fashion pictures too frequently 
turn out to be delusions. 

Tho requisite in fitting ready made 
dresses is that the wearers' figures bo not 
too far out of proper measurements — 
not that a woman need bo a perfect fig- 
ure by any means, but great as the suc- 
cess h.'is been in fitting nearly all figures 
it is still very difficult for a woman with 
a -13 inch bust measure and a 30 inch 
skirt length, or a 84 inch bust measure, 
with a -1") inch skirt length, to he fitted 
in a ready made dress. The average 
sizes and thoso most called for are be- 
tween 3-1 and 38. The American women 
are not generally full figures, and 40 and 
•12 aro uncommon and are more partic- 
ularly confined to matrons. 

There aro different methods followed 
by different suit establishments in re- 
gard to the waists. Ono very popular 
method is not making up the waist un- 
til after tho suit has been purchased, a 
sufficient quantity of material being re- 
served for that purpose. The usual way 
is to make up the entire suit over a per- 
fect model, allowing ample seams for all 
necessary alterations. In most of tho 
finer houses the waists are finished ex- 
actly as though they had been fitted, 
thereby giving a great deal of unneces- 
sary labor in tho ripping. The French 
method is only adopted hero in French 
houses or under French management, 
and is a great improvement upon this. 
The waists, although made up and fin- 
ished sufficiently to show tho stylo, aro 
not stitched anywhere, but securely 
basted. When a lady purchases a dress, 
instead of fitting her tho next day, the 
waist is ripped on her and fitted at once. 

It is not with dresses alono that tho 
demand for ready made articles has in- 
creased, but in every garment which a 
woman wears. In tho matter of shoes, 
unless in exceptional cases, the only time 
when shoes aro made to order is when 
they match tho material in a dress. An 
extra lino of odd sizes and shapes to ac- 
commodate all styles of foot is made in 
every grade of shoes. In fact; if a wom- 
an is not a physical monstrosity, thero is 
no reason why she cannot buy every- 
thing sho wears ready made.

The Victoria Team Play a Close 
Match With the World's 
Lacrosse Champions. 



Marching Orders for the Wiuiderers- 
Footuallers Preparing for 
the Season. 



Yesterday's match between the Victoria 
team and that of tho Capitals of Ottawu 
closed, for tho Victorias, tho moat sue- 
ceaaful year that any toam of athletes huve 
ever enjoyed in Cunada. Tho Victoria 
team won tho championship of British Col- 
uinhiu, traveled three thousand miles to 
Montreal and, on Wednesday, tho 13th 
inst. , defeated tho Montreals six to 
nothing in an hour and a half's play. When 
it is remembered that four of tho visiting 
team arrived in Montreal in a crippled con- 
dition on uccouut .of tho rough play ex 
perienc.d in Vunenuvor,thoir success in this 
instance ia remarkable. Threo days after 
this match they traveled over three hun- 
dred miles to Toronto and defeated tho 
crack team of the Queen City in a match of 
four to two. At Montreal on the following 
Wednesday they played tho famous Sham- 
rocks, and virtually defeated them, tho 
homo team " inning two, the reforeo one, 
and tho Victorias threo games. Again, on 
the Saturday following, they defeuted a 
first- class team in Quobec aix games to 
threo. 

The team started on its Eastern 
tour with but few contident in Vic- 
toria that they would win a match, 
it was, they claimed, moro than 
folly to expect that a Victoria team, no 
matter how successful in the Province, 
conld copo with the famous teams of the 
senior league of tho East, The team, how- 
ever, fully justified the confidence in their 
prowesa held by a few of their admirers in 
Victoria. Having scored so brilliant a suc- 
cess up to yesterday, there were thousands 
here who expected them to mako a win from 
the Capitals, and thus place themselves in the 
proud poailiuu of h iving won every match 
against the noted Eastern teams. A con- 
siderable umount of bettiugon an even basis 
took place. The bulletins of gamta were 
eagerly looked for. Tho first was in favor 
of tho Capitals in nine minutes. Tho second 
wua won by tlio aame team in fifteen min- 
utes. Tho thiid was won by Victoria in 
threo minutes. Tho fourth by the Capitals 
in one minute thirty seconds. The tifch by 
tho Victorias in five minutes. Tho en- 
thusiastic crowd around tho Colonist bulle- 
tins was suro the boys in blue und 
whito would win. But tho bulle- 
tins stopped — the game had euded 
in one und a half hour's play, and was in 
favor of tho Capitals, threo to two. Ic was 
felt that if the two hours play had been 
observed, as in the Toronto and Shamrock 
matches, tho boys would have won. How 
ever, as before remarked, tho Victoria team 
have made a remarkable and Unique record, 
They have played Ih'c games, won three, 
drawn one and lost one — played twice a 
weak, und travelled up to the time they 
reached Ottawa, over 4,000 miles. Ab

DYNAMlTEItS DISOWNED, 

London Communists* Disclaim Con- 
nection With tlio Plots in 
Spain and Hungary. 



The Physical Force Men Expelled 
From the Revolutionary Clubs 
of England. 



London, Sept. 20.— Members of tho 
Communistic workingmon's society hero 
ridicule the reports that tho Vienna dyna- 
mite plot, for which many Austrian An- 
urchists havo been arrested, was hatched 
in Loudon with tho aid and advice of 
revolutionists in the United States. They 
say that the men arrested in Vienna and 
Hruenn aro evidently perBons of only local 
activity. Sovcrul members of the society 
disclaimed to-day all sympathy with the 
anarchist-dynamiters in Spain and Austro- 
Hungary. Such opinions, however, have 
obtained among leading unarohists only 
aiuco tho conviction of their colleuguea at 
the end of tho famous W alaall anarchists' 
trials last year. In view of tho fate of the 
Walsall dynamiters, members of tho Work- 
ingmena Communistic society said to-duy : 
" Tho physical forco anarchists havo been 
expelled from ull the revolutionary clubs in 
Loudon." 



BISMARCK FAILING. 

He Is Liable to Relapses Which May Trove 
Fatal— He Seems bike a Wreck. 

Berlin, Sept. 20 — llerr Allers, who is u 
closo friend of tho Biamurck family, arrived 
hero from Kissingen this evening. Ho gives 
an unexpectedly discouraging report of tho 
Prince's condition. The most formidable of 
Bismarck's maladicB, ho aays, bus been acuto 
pneumonia. The disease was not discovered 
by the physicianB until Bismarck's condition 
had become critical. Tho physicians and 
family are exceedingly anxious and watch 
Bismarck constantly, as although con- 
valescing, he is very weak and quite liable 
to relapsea which muat prove fatal. Accord- 
ing to Herr Allor's report, the old niun 
seems like a wreck. His splendid frutne 
has shrunk, his flesh has fallen off until hia 
clothea hung in folds, He appears as if 
fully a head shorter than before his illness. 
The PrinceBS is Btrongly opposed to remov- 
ing him to Fricdricbaruho. He, however, 
ia anxious to go homo. 

London, Sept. 20.— A dispatch from Kis- 
singen to the Central News Association 
says that Prince Bismarck's illness is dan- 
gerous. His family do not approve of the 
atiggeation that Iiub been mudo that the 
Emperor will visit him at Kissingen, us 
they fear the slightest increase of excite- 
ment might provo fatal.
